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VARIOUS MONEY ISSUES FILL 
AGENDA AT COUNCIL MEETING

At a special meeting of the Greenbelt City Council on June 
23, the council acted on six agenda items—a special assessment 
for improvements on Westway, a transfer of funds for improve¬ 
ments on the swimming pool, consultant’s fees for the Elderly 
Housing Facility, a decision on sliding doors vs. windows in the 
facility and other design issues, acquisition of part of parcel 2, and 


funding for an additional police 

Council members unanimously 
voted to pass Ordinance #812, 
which divides equally the cost of 
improvements to Westway Road, 
certified at $7,631.76, between the 
city and the Jewish Community 
Center. 

Council also unanimously appro¬ 
ved a transfer of funds, in the a- 
mount of $2,500, for major repairs 
of the pool which v/ere undertaken 
in the spring. 

Elderly Housing 

Metropolitan Associates Develop¬ 
ment Corporation had originally 
been employed by the city for a fee 
of $12,600 to oversee development 
of the Elderly Housing facility 
through the mortgage closing. Ma¬ 
yor Gil Weidenfeld explained that 
now the State has published a new 
set of regulations which require 
that the consultant undertake ad¬ 
ditional responsibilities. Council un¬ 
animously voted to increase the 
consultant’s fee to $24,750, in ac¬ 
cordance with the extra work 
which the firm will perform. (The 
city will be reimbursed for this ex¬ 
pense.) 

The architect for this facility had 
asked the council for a decision of 
either sliding glass doors or wind¬ 
ows for apartments located above 
the ground floor. The Elderly Hou¬ 
sing Advisory Board (EHAB) rec¬ 
ommended sliding glass doors by 
a 4 to 3 vote. The EHAB felt that 
doors would enhance the beauty of 
the building, while noting that they 
involved additional cost and main¬ 
tenance, and also increased the pos¬ 
sibility of accidents. City Afanagcr 
James Giese added that the older 
members of the EHAB had voted 
in favor of the windows, A discus¬ 
sion of the various pitfalls of slid¬ 
ing glass doors ensued, and council 

New State Laws Aid 
Municipal Funding 

According to Delegate Leo Green, 
a principal sponsor of the Municipal 
Police Aid Bill, the State’s pay¬ 
ments in aid for police protection 
will now go directly to the City, 
rather than being funneled through 
the county government. This will 
mean a quicker and more efficient 
cash flow in the city’s treasury. 
The bill, co-sponsored by Delegates 
Gerard Devlin and David Ross, was 
a top priority on the City of Green- 
belt’s legislative program. It was 
signed into law by Lieutenant Gov¬ 
ernor Blair Lee, 

Semi-annual payments of horse 
racing funds will also be made di¬ 
rectly to the city, under the terms 
of a bill principally sponsored by 
Delegate Devlin and co-sponsored 
by Delegates Green and Ross. 

A third bill, with the same spon¬ 
sors, makes a change in the manner 
of computing the municipal share 
of the local income tax paid to each 
municipality. The percentage of the 
municipal share will be computed 
on the state income tax liability of 
the taxpayers of a municipality, ra¬ 
ther than on the net taxable in¬ 
come. Depending on the municipal¬ 
ity, this means that more of the 
income taxes paid to the State by 
the residents of municipalities will 
return to the city to be spent for 
city services. The bill provides a 
“grandfather clause,” so that no 
city will lose money. 


officer for the city, 
unanimously voted to recommend 
that windows, not doors, be includ¬ 
ed in the architect’s final plan. 

Council also approved revisions 
of the architect’s plans allowing for 
a proposed clinic to be used by vis¬ 
iting barbers and beauticians, as 
well as doctors and nurses. Eleva¬ 
tors were to be moved so that a 
desk attendant could observe them, 
and the floor plans of individual a- 
partments were revised to permit 
more storage and bathroom space. 

Parcel 2 

Council unanimously decided that 
the southern section of Parcel 2, lo¬ 
cated between Hamilton Place and 
the Baltimore Washington Park¬ 
way, would be the most desirable 
section for the city to acquire in 
order to replace parkland being 
used for the Elderly Housing devel¬ 
opment. 

Additional Police 

The last item on the agenda con¬ 
cerned county funds made available 
to the city through the Title VI 
Manpower Program. The county 
advised the city that it would pro¬ 
vide $10,000 for a new police officer. 
The city estimated that its remain¬ 
ing portion of the officer’s salary 
would be $3,000. Mayor Weidenfeld 
asked if the money could instead 
be used to fund other positions 
needed by the city. Giese answered 
that it would be almost impossible 
to transfer county funds which had 
been designated for a specific pur¬ 
pose. Councilman Richard Castaldi 
added that when the new apart¬ 
ment complexes in Greenbelt are 
completed and occupied, the city 
would need additional policemen. 
Council unanimously voted to au¬ 
thorize the placement of an addi¬ 
tional officer. 

City Modifies Tennis 
Court Regulations 

In response to complaints that 
the city’s tennis courts were not 
available for use by non-tourna¬ 
ment players on the weekends, the 
city took the following steps: 

1. The Recreation Department 
has reduced the number of courts 
for all tournaments from six to 
four courts at Braden Field. Four 
courts must be available for public 
use by sign-in at all times. 

2. Tournaments will no longer be 
open to non-residents except those 
who are members of the Greenbelt 
"fennis Association. All city tour¬ 
naments will be “Closed” (resident 
and Greenbelt Tennis Association 
members only. 

3. The department is requesting 
cooperation from the National Jun¬ 
ior Tennis Association (NJTA) to 
increase their utilization of the Ele¬ 
anor Roosevelt Senior High School’s 
tennis courts for practices and 
matches. This would reduce the 
burden of use, during peak hours, 
on city courts. NJTA's permit for 
this season has been reduced from 
four to two courts for their practic¬ 
es and matches. 

4. A calendar of all tennis activi¬ 
ties, on a monthly to seasonal ba¬ 
sis, is being prepared for both the 
Braden Field and Lakecrest Courts. 
Additionally a directory of locations 
of other tennis facilities in the 
Greenbelt area will be posted.

Requirements to Vote, Run 
In City Election on Sept. 20 

Election day for the Greenbelt city council is just three months 
away, on September 20, to be exact. All citizens should be aware 
of the requirements to make them eligible to vote or run 
office. Do you know, for example, whether you are qualified to 
vote, or how to nominate the candidate of your choice, 01 w en 


and where to register? 

Here are the regulations for cit¬ 
izen participation in Greenbelt city 
elections. 

Anyone who is eligible to vote 
in Greenbelt city elections is eli¬ 
gible to run for one of the five 
seats on the City Council. ELEC¬ 
TION DAY is September 20, 1977; 
the term of office is 2 years. Coun- 
cilmen get a salary of $2,500 a year; 
the Mayor $2,900. 

Registration 

You may REGISTER during reg¬ 
ular office hours, Mon-Fri. from 
8:00 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. at the city 
offices. If you work during the day 
and can’t register then, you may 
request a voter registration form 
by calling 474-3870 or 474-8000 
which will make it possible for you 
to REGISTER BY MAIL. The last 
day to register is August 22. 

Once you have registered for 
Greenbelt elections, you need not 
register again as long as you live 
here continuously, provided you 
have voted in at least one of the 
two previous city general elections. 
If you’ve never registered here or 
if you moved out of town and 
then moved back or if you missed 
voting in two successive general 
elections, it will be necessary to 
register again under the same pro¬ 
visions. 

Voting Qualifications 

You must meet the following 
qualification requirements in order 
to register in person or by mail: 

1. United States Citizen. 

2. 18 years of age as of September 
20, 1977. 

3. Domiciled within the corporate 
limits of the City of Greenbelt. 

4. Of sound mind. 

The City Charter defines “domi¬ 
cile” as the dwelling place which 
the voter intends to be his perma¬ 
nent home. 

In order to be eligible to vote in 
the September 20, 1977 Council el¬ 
ection, mail registrations must be

Running for Council 

Anyone wishing to run for city 
council must do the following: 

1. Get at least 50 qualified regis¬ 
tered voters to sign a nomination 
petition form — which may be ob- 
tianed from the city clerk. Married 
women signers of petitions should 
use the form Mary Doe, not Mrs. 
John Doe. The records show them 
as Mary Doe and if the city clerk 
doesn’t recognize the name in its 
married form, she may not be able 
to check and accept it. There were 
roughly 3,000 registered voters as 
of the last general election. 

2. Prepare a notarized financial 
statement on a form supplied by 
the city clerk disclosing your finan¬ 
cial interests for the period begin¬ 
ning January 1, 1977 and ending 
June 30, 1977. The report must list 
business entities and/or real es¬ 
tate in which ownership interests 
as defined in the law, are held by 
you and your family and also the 
source of specified income or debts. 

3. Submit the signed nomination 
petition and financial statement, to¬ 
gether with a written acceptance 
of the nomination to the city clerk 
not later than Mon., August 8 at 5 
p.m. 

One final requirement: As a can¬ 
didate, you must file with the city 
clerk by noon of September 13 a 
notarized interim report showing 
all campaign contributions receiv¬ 
ed in excess of $25 and the names 
of contributors. A final report is 
due on September 26. 

If five candidates fail to win at 
least 40 percent of the votes cast, 
there will be a run-ofT election 7 
days later. In the runoff election 
the ballot will consist of those un¬ 
successful candidates receiving the 
highest number of votes up to twice 
as many names as there are posi¬ 
tions to be filled

City Gravel Tested 
For Asbestos Content

Some traces of serpentinite the 
rock that is said to contain asbes¬ 
tos fibers were found on some 
spots around the lake trail and on 
a few road shoulders and private 
property. City crews have already 
applied fresh crushed stone over 
the old materials on the city-owned 
areas. 

As a precautionary measure 
Greenbelt recently turned over to 
the County Bureau of Air Quality 
Control samples of exposed blue 
stone found throughout the com¬ 
munity. The county transmitted the 
stones to the State for testing by a 
geologist. The corrective measures 
were taken to prevent the dust, 
which carries the harmful agent, 
from being airborne. 

Several years ago the city pur¬ 
chased some stone material from 
the Rockville Quarry, where stone 
* containing asbestos fibre is sup¬ 
posed to originate. Since it was not 
specifically known where this small 
amount of material was utilized in 
the city some 45 samples were sent 
for examination. No suspicious 
stones were found in playgrounds. 

According to the Prince Georges 
County Health Department, the 
type of crushed stone that con¬ 
tains asbestos fibers and is cur¬ 
rently found in Montgomery Coun¬ 
ty does not appear to be a major 
public health hazard in the county. 

County officials note that, based on 
the data sc far analyzed, the quarry 
in Rockville is not itself the major 
source contributing to the presence 
of asbestos in the air. Rather, the 
hazard is in the use and misuse of 
the rock from that quarry, such 
as on unimproved roads where 
braking, turning, and acceleration 
of vehicles will produce visible dust 
clouds. When this occurs, asbestos 
and asbestiform minerals are re¬ 
leased into the air. Smokers stand 
a much greater risk of incurring 
asbestos-related health problems, 
such as cancer of the lungs, than 
do nonsmokers given a similar a- 
mount of exposure to asbestos. 

The offending crushed stone from 
the Rockville Quarry is a rough, 
irregularly shaped rock with sharp 
edges. The color ranges from light 
to very dark gray and sometimes a 
dark, dull green. Often veins of 
green can be seen in the rock, es¬ 
pecially when it is wet. On the 
other hand, pea gravel mined in 
Prince Georges County is generally 
yellowish brown or white and is 
round or oblong, with a smooth 
pebble finish. Pea gravel is per¬ 
fectly safe.

Gas Leak Danger Averted 
At Convalescent Center 

A natural gas leak in the kitchen 
of the Greenbelt Convalescent Cen¬ 
ter sent three employees to the 
hospital for treatment on July 4. 
There were no other injuries and 
the building was not evacuated. 

Responding to the scene at 8 p.m. 
were twenty members of the Green¬ 
belt Volunteer Fire Department 
and Rescue Squad (GVFD&RS) 
and the Berwyn Fire Department. 
Assisting also were persgpnel from 
the Washington Gas Light Co., who 
repaired the malfunction. 

GVFD&RS assistant chief Willi¬ 
am Bingham called the leak a “sub¬ 
stantial” one, which kept them wor¬ 
king for two and a half hours. De¬ 
vices that register and measure the 
explosive limits of the gas present 
were used to locate the leak. Bing¬ 
ham said the Departments “took 
all the necessary precautions to 
prevent any casualties and injur¬ 
ies.” This involved the use of large 
fans for ventilation and checking to 
make certain the gas did not leak 
to any other parts of the building. 
When the leak was located, the gas 
was immediately shut off. 

The Convalescent call was one 
of twelve that the Greenbelt Fire 
Department responded to on July 
4, starting at 5 p.m. There were 
brush fires, automobile accidents, 
ambulance calls and an incident at 
the Lake-Park.
